M Y Lord Major, and you worthy Cirizens ofthis famous and Magnificent City, 


Wee areſent hither to you from the Houſe of Commons, rs make knowne to 

you the diſcovery of 2 great and miſchievous Deſigne, rending not only to the 

ruin and deſtruction ot rhe Ciry and of the Kingdomzbut in thoſe Ruines,like- 

wiſe co haye buried Religion and liberty, ] might call ir a | Deſign, though in theſe 

late times deſigns of this kind have been very frequent, becauſe irexceeds others in divers 
conſiderable &Fcumſtances of it ; In the maliceof the intention, fubriltyiof contrivance, 

extent of miſchieſe, and negrneſle of execution, ay which aroſe from the wickednefſe of 

the Authors: Two others may be added, thar 1s; the cleerneſſe of the diſeovery and 

roofe, and the g1ea:neſle of the deliverance, procceding trom the great mercies of God.

The City ſhov]}d havebeene pur intoſuch a combuſtion, as to have your ſwords.im- 
brued in one anothers bloud : *T he Parliamentfhould have been corrupted, and betrayed 
by cheir own Members: The Army deſtroyed, if nor by torce, yetfor want of ſupply and 
maintenance, that fo they might haye had an open and a cleerer way tothe reſt, which they 
had in propoſition, eſpecially ro thar main and ſupreame end, the extirpation of Religion. 

I ſhall tell you firit, our of what principles this did riſe, it was from the aſhes of ano- 
ther Deſign that tailed 3 that mutinous Petition which was cofitrived ta-this City, the 
ARors of that Perition being therein diſappointed, they fell. preſencly into gonfultation 
how they might compaſſe their former end in another way, thatis; under of (e- 
curing themſelves by force againſt the Ordinances of Parliament, and under nce of 
procuring peace, they would have made themſelves Maſters of the City, yea of the whole 
Kingdome, and they wouki have ruin'd and deſtroyed all thoſe that ſhould. have inter- 
xupred them in their miſchieyous intentions, 

The firſt ſtep in their preparation was to appointa Committee that might often mect 
together, and conſult how they might compaſſe this wicked end. 
| Their next was, thatthey mighrenable that Committee with intelligence both from 
the Armies,as well rhofe onthe Kings fide (-as they, call themſelves, though wee be of the 
Kings fide indeed) as thoſethar are raiſed by the Parliament, eſpecially they were carefull 
eo underſtand the proceedings of Parliament, that ſo by the advantage of thyWintelligence 
they might the better efte& chat which they had in project and find che readieſt and the 
neareſt wayes to It, ©. Ej 

After they had thus provided for intell;gence, how they might procure power anc 

' countenance tothisa&ion, by ſome appearing authority from Hs 'MajeRty ; for whict 
urpoſe,they projected to ger a Commiſion from the King, whereby many of them 
elves, and of thoſe rhat were of their own conlort, ſhould -be eft2bliſhed a Counſcll c 
Warre in London and parts adjacent, with power to raiſc Forces, make proviſiuns of A 
munition, and of other kinde of Armes, and to give authority for the leading and condu 
ans of thoſe Forces, andto raiſe money for the maintenance of them, and as 4615 Cx 


preſs'd inthe Gommiſton, for the dsRruRion of the Army, under the command of R 
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bert Farle ,of Eſſex, raiſed by Authoriry EVM ewo Houſes of Parliament. 

Having layd thele ground, I ſhall inthe next place diſcover ro you, thoſe that ſhould 
have beene Actors and Agents in this biiſines, their ſeverall qualifications and relations. 

The firſt ſort was ſomeMetnbers of the City,whereot there were divers,you ſhall hear 
the names ou: of the proof, and the next was (in their pretence; as they gave our) Mem- 
bers ofthe two Hcules of Parliament, and the third fort, was two Gentlemen, Maſter
